One million caught up in Kyrgyz violence, U.N. says 


GENEVA, Switzerland - More 
than one million people have 
been affected by the violent 
conflict in Kyrgyzstan and need 
food and other aid supplies, 
U.N. officials said yesterday. 


They include some 400,000 
people left homeless after flee¬ 
ing ethnic clashes in the south¬ 
ern cities of Osh and Jalalabad 
that erupted a week ago. Some 
300,000 are displaced within 


Kyrgyzstan while another 
100,000 people have crossed 
over into Uzbekistan. 

"For the moment, we esti¬ 
mate that we will probably need 
to respond to the needs of more

than one million people, dis¬ 
placed people, refugees and 
people in host families who 
have been affected by the con¬ 
flict," Christiane Berthiaume, 
spokeswoman of the U.N. Chil¬ 
dren's Fund (UNICEF), told a 
news briefing. 

"It is a planning figure, it 
could change," she said. 

A U.N. emergency funding 
appeal issued in New York, is 
seeking more than $65 million 
to assist 1.1 million people in 
Kyrgyzstan for six months, ac¬ 
cording to U.N. sources. A se¬ 
parate appeal for Uzbekistan is 
planned soon. 

The conflict has had "acute 
and pressing humanitarian con¬ 
sequences" in Kyrgyzstan, in¬ 
cluding on host families who 
have taken in people driven 
from their homes, they said. 

At least 191 people have 
been killed since June 10 in 
southern Kyrgyzstan in clashes 
between Uzbeks and Kyrgyz, 
but interim Kyrgyz leader Roza 
Otunbayeva told a Russian 
newspaper interview published 
yesterday the toll could be 10 
times higher. 

Today, the U.N. refugee 
agency plans to launch an airlift 
of tents and other emergency 
supplies into Kyrgyz- stan, a 
former Soviet republic with a 


population of 5.3 million. 

Many of the 300,000 inter¬ 
nally displaced in Kyrgyzstan 
have been taken in by families 
and host communities, but 
40,000 of them require imme¬ 
diate shelter, according to the 
U.N. High Commissioner for 
Refugees (UNHCR). 

"The situation in southern 
Kyrgyzstan remains fragile and 
tense. There are continued spo¬ 
radic reports of violence," 
UNHCR spokesman Andrej 
Mahecic told reporters in 
Geneva. "Access for humanitar¬ 
ian workers to many parts of 
Osh and southern Kyrgyzstan is 
extremely difficult and limited." 

The U.N.'s World Food Pro¬ 
gram (WFP) said it was already 
distributing a total of 150 tons 
of food in Kyrgyzstan and 
hoped to fly in 80 tons of high- 
energy biscuits. 

There are acute shortages of 
basic necessities in southern 
Kyrgyzstan, according to the 
neutral humanitarian agency. 

"The most urgent needs are 
food, water, shelter and medi¬ 
cines," said ICRC spokesman 
Christian Cardon. "The people 
are usually taking refuge in 
mosques, farms, villages and 
also administrative buildings 
that were emptied during the 
violence."s

Jose Saramago, winner of 
Nobel Prize in Literature, 


dies at 87 



Jose Saramago, winner of the 
1998 Nobel Prize in literature 
for early novels that explored 
historical themes from un¬ 
conventional angles and later 
works in which inexplicable 
events threaten society’s un¬ 
derpinnings, has died. He 
was 87. 

The writer died earlier 
yesterday at his home in Lan- 
zarote, Spain, after a lengthy 
illness, according to the web¬ 
site of the Jose Saramago 


Foundation. 

Saramago, the only Por¬ 
tuguese winner of the literary 
prize, was 60 before he wrote 
most of the novels for which 
he was honored, having 
worked as a car mechanic, 
civil servant, production ma¬ 
nager in a publishing com¬ 
pany and newspaper editor 
before becoming a full-time 
writer. 

After winning the Nobel, 
Saramago, though still living 
in Spain, was feted in his 
home country. A publisher 
named a literary award for 
young writers after him, and 
the city of Beja in southern 
Portugal put his name on its 
municipal library. 

Still, he didn’t win univer¬ 
sal affection from the Por¬ 
tuguese, many of whom 
hadn’t read his work, partly 
because of its difficult style, 
Almeida Rodrigues said. 

Saramago’s first marriage, 
to Ilda Reis, ended in divorce 
in 1970. He remarried in 
1988. He had a daughter, 
Violante, bom in 1947.

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Study: New dads want to be more than breadwinners

During conversations with 
33 first-time fathers, re¬ 
searchers probed how these 
professional men are striking a 
work-family balance that may 
have eluded their own fathers a 
generation ago, when being the 
breadwinner often meant miss¬ 
ing pivotal childhood moments. 

"With these young guys, 
they're not willing to be robbed 
of those experiences," said Brad 
Harrington, a research professor 
at the Carroll School of Man¬ 
agement at Boston College and 
executive director of the center 
sponsoring the study. 

The research for "The New 
Dad: Exploring Fatherhood 
within a Career Context" were 
compiled over a year by Har¬ 
rington, Fred Van Deusen, a 
senior research associate with 
Boston College, and Northeast¬ 
ern University professor Jamie 
Ladge. 

Ladge's 2007 study on first¬ 
time mothers re-entering the 
workforce helped inspire this 
fresh look at new dads' role in 
the home and office. 

With nearly 50 percent of 
the U.S. workforce now made 
up by women, and nearly 60 
percent of all U.S. bachelor's 
degrees and master's degrees 
awarded to women, Harrington 
said the changing dynamic of 


females in the workplace is af¬ 
fecting how men are behaving 
in a parenting role. 

Young people, and espe¬ 
cially new fathers, are redefin¬ 
ing what it means to be 
successful and happy, Harring¬ 
ton said. A solid career trajec¬ 
tory is not the only factor 
anymore: being a hands-on dad 
is also topping the list. 

In a modem twist, first-time 
fathers interviewed for the 
study said that most managers 
were supportive of their need 
for flexibility as they adapted to 
a new schedule at home. 

The men also said they en¬ 
joyed an enhanced workplace 
reputation in the eyes of their 
colleagues, given their new 
parental role. 

The researchers also found 
that most of these young fathers 
are still stmggling to find a 
rhythm at home with their 
wives who also work. 

Fathers today, and particu¬ 
larly those in the survey, "have 
an interest in being more than a 
hands-off breadwinner," said 
Harrington. 

The majority of the 33 fa¬ 
thers in the survey saw their 
own mothers curb their careers 
to manage the home and family, 
but don't expect their wives to 
take the same break, he said.

Sense of direction is innate, 
study suggests 


Baby rats have an innate 
sense of direction in place 
even before they take their 
first steps out of the nest, a 
new study found. 

The discovery that rats 
have a hardwired navigation 
system could also have impli¬ 
cations for human brain de¬ 
velopment. 

Researchers implanted 
electrodes into the brains of 
newborn rats in the spots 
known to control mapping 
and direction. These areas are 
known from research done on 
adult rats, but this was the 
first time scientists have 
looked at these neural sys¬ 
tems in such young animals. 

Each neuron communi¬ 
cates with other neurons 
using electrical signals that 
are measured by the im¬ 
planted electrodes. The re¬ 
searchers were surprised to 
detect activity in the neurons 
responsible for a sense of di¬ 
rection from the very begin¬ 
ning. 

’’The rats are so young 
they haven't had experience 
beyond the nest, which is so 
small they can't walk in it," 
said researcher Francesca 
Cacucci of the University 
College London Institute of 
Behavioural Neuroscience. 
"The signals are there from 
the very first time. We as¬ 
sume that these must have 
been hardwired before." 

The scientists were able to 
differentiate between the 
three main aspects of the 
brain's mapping system: the 
sense of location, the sense of 
direction, and the sense of 
distance. 

They found that the direc¬ 
tional neurons were active 
first, sending out clear and 
mature signals when the pups 
were first bom. 

The location cells, which 





tell the animal its current po¬ 
sition, were fuzzy at first and 
became more precise over a 
period of days. 

Finally the distance neu¬ 
rons, which establish how far 
away things are, came last, 
when the rats were around 21 
days old. At this point all the 
pieces of the puzzle came to¬ 
gether, Cacucci said, and the 
rats were able to do things 
like navigate a maze. 

Though a similar study 
would be impossible in hu¬ 
mans, because the electrodes 


are too invasive to implant in 
babies, the researchers think 
their findings could suggest 
that a sense of direction is in¬ 
nate in humans, too. 

"The milestones that 
human infants go through are 
very much like the ones that 
young rats go through," 
Cacucci told LiveScience. 
"We can extrapolate to some 
extent and we can assume 
these cells are doing some¬ 
thing in the human brain as 
well." 

The scientists measured 
no differences between indi¬ 
vidual rats, so they don't 
know at this point why some 
individuals seem to have a 
better sense of direction than 
others. The study only in¬ 
cluded male rat pups, too, so 
the researchers can’t say 
whether there would be any 
sex difference at this stage, 
though Cacucci said she 
doubts it.

Air pollution tied to breathing 
problems in sleep 



A new study has found a 
link between air pollution 
and breathing-related dis¬ 
ruptions during sleep. 

Conducted by the Har¬ 
vard School of Public 
Health and Brigham & 
Women’s Hospital, the au¬ 
thors say this the first at¬ 
tempt to document a link 
between exposure to pollu¬ 
tion and sleep-disordered 
breathing. 

Breathing-related sleep 
disruptions come in several 
forms, of which the best 
known is sleep apnea. It 
causes people to repeatedly 
wake up when their airways 
constrict and breathing is cut 
off. In many cases, sufferers 
don’t realize they have the 
condition, which can con¬ 
tribute to the development of 
heart disease and stroke. 

In the study, researchers 
tried to discover if air pollu¬ 
tion — which irritates the air¬ 
ways — has anything to do 
with sleep disruptions, which 
affect an estimated 17 percent 
of adults in the United States. 

The study authors pored 


over data from the Sleep 
Heart Health Study, which 
examined the heart health 
and sleep patterns of more 
than 6,000 people between 
1995 and 1998. They then 
compared those patterns to 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) air pollution 
data on seven cities: Min¬ 
neapolis; New York City; 
Phoenix; Pittsburgh; Sacra¬ 
mento; Tucson, Ariz.; and 
Framingham, Mass. 

The researchers analyzed 
data on more than 3,000 people 
and adjusted for factors such as 
age, gender, smoking and tem¬ 
perature so they wouldn’t 


throw off the results. 

They found that inci¬ 
dents of sleep apnea and 
low levels of oxygen 
during sleep went up as 
the temperature rose 
during all seasons of the 
year. Sleep-disordered 
breathing also rose dur¬ 
ing the summer as air 
pollution worsened. 

Particles of pollution 
“may influence sleep 
through effects on the 
central nervous system, as 
well as the upper airways,” 
wrote co-author Antonella 
Zanobetti in a news release, 
noting that the exact mecha¬ 
nism is unclear. “These new 
data suggest that reduction in 
air pollution exposure might 
decrease the severity of such 
sleep disruptions.” 

The study, funded by the 
U.S. National Heart Lung 
and Blood Institute, the EPA 
and the U.S. National Insti¬ 
tute of Environmental Health 
Sciences, appeared online 
June 14 in the American 
Journal of Respiratory and 
Critical Care Medicine. 


Botox can paralyse your 
emotions 



For Botox users concerned 
that the muscle-paralysing in¬ 
jections will rob their face of 
its ability to show emotion, a 
new study suggests that peo¬ 
ple injected with the toxin 
might end up with less strong 
emotion to display in the first 
place. 

Researchers at Barnard 
College in New York City 
found that facial expressions 
appear to play a role in how 
your emotions develop, not 
just in how you display them 
for others to see. 

The study suggests that fa¬ 
cial expressions themselves 
may influence emotional ex¬ 
periences through a kind of 
feedback loop. In short, 
Botox - a toxin that weakens 
or paralyses muscles - not 
only changes one's appear¬ 
ance, but also appears to 
deaden real emotions. 

"In a bigger picture sense, 
the work fits with common 


beliefs, such as 'fake it till 
you make it,"’ study co-au¬ 
thor Joshua Davis, a psychol¬ 
ogy professor at Barnard 
College, said in a school 
news release. 

"With the advent of Botox, 
it is now possible to work 
with people who have a tem¬ 
porary, reversible paralysis in 
muscles that are involved in 
facial expressions. The mus¬ 
cle paralysis allows us to iso¬ 
late the effects of facial 
expression and the subse¬ 
quent sensory feedback to the 
brain that would follow from 
other factors, such as inten¬ 
tions relating to one's expres¬ 
sions, and motor commands 
to make an expression." 

Davis explained that "with 
Botox, a person can respond 
otherwise normally to an 
emotional event, e.g., a sad 
movie scene, but will have 
less movement in the facial 
muscles that have been in¬ 
jected, and therefore less 
feedback to the brain about 
such facial expressivity. It 
thus allows for a test of 
whether facial expressions 
and the sensory feedback 
from them to the brain can in¬ 
fluence our emotions."

Snoop Dogg not welcome in Dutch city 
of The Hague 



AMSTERDAM, The 
Netherlands - U.S. rapper 
Snoop Dogg, a frequent vis¬ 
itor to the Netherlands and 
aficionado of its readily 
available marijuana, will not 
be allowed to perform at a 
free concert in The Hague, 
authorities said. 

The mayor of the Dutch 
city, public prosecutors and 
the police have asked organ¬ 
izers of the Parkpop festival, 
billed as the largest in Eu¬ 
rope, to find another act to 
replace Snoop Dogg "in 
order to be able to guarantee 
the open and friendly char¬ 
acter and free admission of 
Parkpop" to be held June 27. 

A statement from Snoop 
Dogg's management released 
by record company EMI said, 
"Snoop Dogg is astonished 
by the decision." 

Snoop Dogg usually holds 
concerts in the European 
country at least once a year. 


"This is all very annoying 
that the headliner is being re¬ 
moved from the program 10 
days before the event," a 
spokeswoman for organizer 
Ducos Productions said. 

Snoop Dogg is also sche¬ 


duled to perform at a sold- 
out conference at Amster¬ 
dam's "Melkweg." During a 
2008 concert at the same 
venue, he smoked several 
joints during a performance 
and at one point was joined 
by singer Willie Nelson, 
who is also co-chair of the 
National Organization for 
the Reform of Marijuana 
Laws. 

Outside the festival cir¬ 
cuit, the 38-year-old rapper, 
whose real name is Calvin 
Broadus, has encountered 
problems. 

Until only recently, he had 
been banned from the 
United Kingdom after a 
2006 fracas involving mem¬ 
bers of his entourage. Snoop 
Dogg also pleaded no contest 
to gun and drug charges in 
the United States and was 
barred from entering Aus¬ 
tralia after failing a character 
test.

William Jackson Smart. 
Dodd's mother had died in 
childbirth, and Dodd's father, 
a Civil War veteran, had 
taken the responsibility of 
singlehandedly raising the 
newborn and his other five 
children. 

The following year, Dodd 
wanted to celebrate Father's 
Day on June 5th, her father's 
birthday, and petitioned for 
the holiday to be recognized 
in her city. Needing more 
time to arrange the festivities, 
Spokane's mayor pushed the 
date back by two weeks, and 
the first Father's Day was cel¬ 
ebrated on June 19, 1910, ac¬ 
cording to the Spokane Re¬ 
gional Convention and Visi¬ 
tor Bureau. 

At the first Father's Day 
celebration, young women 
handed out red roses to their 
fathers during a church ser¬ 
vice, and large baskets full of 
roses were passed around, 
with attendees encouraged to 
pin on a rose in honor of their 
fathers - red for the living and 
white in memory of the de¬ 



motion of Father's Day, which 
was formed by men's clothing 
retailers in New York City, 
decided to take up the cause, 
according to Consumer Rites: 
The Buying and Selling of 
American Holidays (Prince¬ 
ton University Press, 1995). 

President Lyndon Johnson 
issued the first presidential 
proclamation honoring fa¬ 
thers in 1966, but it wasn't 
until 1972 that President 
Richard Nixon signed the 
public law that made it a per¬ 
manent holiday. Since then, 
Father's Day has become a 
time to recognize the many 
different father figures in our 


closer relationships be¬ 
tween fathers and their 
children and to im¬ 
press upon fathers 
the full measure of 
their obligations, 
according to the Li¬ 
brary of Congress. 

And the holiday 
gained more traction 
in 1938 when a trade 
organization, the Na¬ 
tional Council for the Pro- 


ceased. Dodd then brought 
her infant son along on a 
horse-drawn carriage ride 
through the city, bringing 
roses and gifts to home- 
bound fathers. 

While Congress was quick 
to officially declare the sec¬ 
ond Sunday in May as 
Mother's Day in 1914, after it 
was first celebrated on May 
10,1908, it took much longer 
for Father's Day to be legally 
recognized. But thanks to 
Dodd's celebration, Father's 
Day steadily gained popular¬ 
ity. 

In 1924, President Calvin 
Coolidge said that he sup¬ 
ported it, in order to establish

Facebook f 09 revenue neared 
$800 million 


SAN FRANCISCO, California 
- Facebook's financial per¬ 
formance is stronger than pre¬ 
viously believed, as the 
Internet social network’s ex¬ 
plosive growth in users and ad¬ 
vertisers boosted 2009 revenue 
to as much as $800 million, ac¬ 
cording to two sources familiar 
with the situation. 

The company also earned a 
solid net profit, in the tens of 
millions of dollars last year, 
one of the sources said. 

That growth in profit and 
revenue underscores how 


Facebook is increasingly mak¬ 
ing money off its 6-year-old 
service, which ranks as the 
world’s largest Web social net¬ 
work with nearly half a billion 
users. 

That sort of performance is 
likely to whet the appetites of 
investors keen for a public 
share float, despite the com¬ 
pany's insistence that an IPO is 
not a near-term priority. 

Since its inception, Face- 
book has emerged as one of the 
Internet's most popular desti¬ 
nations. 


Feds bust 485 mortgage fraudsters 


NEW YORK CITY - The Jus¬ 
tice Department on Thursday 
trumpeted its efforts to crack 
down on mortgage fraud, say¬ 
ing it launched an interagency 
plan to detect costly scams. 

Attorney General Eric 
Holder, FBI Director Robert 
Mueller and Housing and 
Urban Development Inspector 
General Kenneth Donohue 
held a news conference in 
Washington to introduce "Ope¬ 
ration Stolen Dreams," a three- 


month-long "takedown" of 
mortgage fraud schemes 
throughout the nation. 

The operation has already 
netted the arrests of 485 fraud 
artists. There are 21 agencies 
involved in the efforts. 

They said mortgage fraud 
has already resulted in losses 
of about $2.3 billion. "It pre¬ 
sents a significant risk to eco¬ 
nomic stability," Holder said. 

Mueller claimed the FBI re¬ 
mains in pursuit of more than 


3,000 mortgage fraud cases 
and more arrests are expected. 

"Mortgage fraud ruins lives, 
destroys families and devas¬ 
tates whole communities, so at¬ 
tacking the problem from every 
possible direction is vital," said 
Holder. "We will use every tool 
available to investigate, prose¬ 
cute and prevent mortgage 
fraud, and we will not rest until 
anyone preying on vulnerable 
American homeowners is 
brought to justice." 


China says hands off yuan but Obama 
talks tough 


BEIJING/WASHINGTON - 
The United States pressed 
China yesterday to move to¬ 
ward a market-based exchange 
rate but Beijing said not to 
meddle with its management 
of the yuan, setting the stage 
for a clash at next week's G20 
summit. 

World leaders gathering in 
Toronto on June 26-27 are 
struggling to maintain the cri¬ 
sis-forged unity that has been 
credited with preventing an¬ 
other Great Depression. 

But now that the global 
economy is on the mend, divi¬ 
sions are beginning to show. 

U.S. President Barack 


Obama released a letter to his 
Group of 20 colleagues that ze¬ 
roed in on prickly policy dif¬ 
ferences over China's currency 
stance and debt-wary Europe's 
rush to rein in bulging budget 
deficits. 

Cui Tiankai, a Chinese vice 
foreign minister who is in 
charge of preparing for the 
G20 summit, said the yuan was 
"China's currency, so I don't 
think it is an issue that should 
be discussed internationally." 

China has kept the yuan, 
also known as the renminbi, 
steady at around 6.83 per dol¬ 
lar for almost two years to help 
its exporters ride out the global 


financial crisis. Many Western 
economists believe it is under¬ 
valued by as much as 40 per¬ 
cent. 

Obama, under pressure 
from some U.S. lawmakers 
who accuse his administration 
of soft-pedaling on China, said 
free-floating currencies were 
"essential" to global economic 
activity, a thinly veiled refer¬ 
ence to the yuan. 

His administration has 
stopped short of accusing 
China of manipulating its cur¬ 
rency to give it a trade advan¬ 
tage, something that some 
members of Congress have 
urged. 


E uropean stocks steady as debt 
worries ease 


LONDON, England (AP) - 
European stocks were steady 
yesterday as worries about the 
region's fiscal crisis eased after 
Spain, one of the most pres¬ 
sured by markets, successfully 
sold bonds and after govern¬ 
ment leaders said they would 
reveal results of bank stress 
tests. 

Although Spain was 
charged higher costs to borrow 
money, demand for the debt 
was healthy, boosting senti¬ 
ment among investors worried 
the country could need a finan¬ 
cial backstop. 

Later Thursday, the EU's 27 


LOS ANGELES, California- 
Campbell Soup Co on Thurs¬ 
day voluntarily recalled 35,000 
cases of its "SpaghettiOs" in 
the United States, saying some 
of the canned products might 
have been under-processed. 

The recall, covering three 
varieties of the canned 
spaghetti popular with chil¬ 
dren, was launched after a rou¬ 
tine warehouse inspection and 
subsequent investigation dis¬ 
covered the potentially under¬ 


leaders agreed to publish the 
results of tests that check the 
stability of banks. The results 
were not initially meant to be 
made public, but after some 
countries said they would do 
so to quell rumors of banking 
problems, the EU agreed to act 
in unison. The move was seen 
as a vote of confidence in the 
financial sector. 

Britain's FTSE 100 stock 
index was up 0.2 percent at 
5,262.93 while Germany's 
DAX was flat at 6,220.91.

ORLANDO, Florida - ’’Harry 
Potter” star Daniel Radcliffe 
led groups of excited kids 
dressed in Hogwarts uniforms 
as the Wizarding World of 
Harry Potter theme park offi¬ 
cially opened yesterday to long 
lines and snarled traffic. 

Radcliffe, Rupert Grint who 
plays the boy wizard’s best 
friend Ron Weasley, and other 
actors from the blockbuster 
movie and book series, were 
on hand at Universal Orlando 
as fans lined up more than 
eight hours to be among the 
first visitors. 

Before dawn, the backup of 
Potter fans began to block the 
main highway through Or¬ 
lando near the entrances to 
Universal, prompting the 
theme park to open its parking 
garage at 5 a.m. — 30 minutes 
earlier than planned, according 
to local media. 

Visitors sid that by 8:30 
a.m. the line to get inside 


wrapped around the 
exterior of Universal's 
Islands of Adventure 
park, of which the Wiz¬ 
arding World is one of 
six unique sections. 

And the wait for the 
signature ride, the For¬ 
bidden Journey, 

reached at least 90 
minutes, at one point.

Vatican beatifies Blues Brothers 
... well almost 



VATICAN CITY - Jake and 
Elwood, the loveable if hap¬ 
less characters played by 
John Belushi and Dan 
Aykroyd in the classic 1980 
film The Blues Brothers, 
have finally gotten Vatican 
recognition for their ’’Mission 
from God.” 

To mark this week's 30th 
anniversary of the film, 
which became a cult classic 


and spawned a fashion of 
wearing black hats and dark 
sunglasses to parties, the Vat¬ 
ican newspaper dedicated a 
full page and no fewer than 
five articles to it. 

One of the articles says 
there is ”no lack of evidence” 
that The Blues Brothers can 
be considered ”a Catholic 
film.” 

It notes that Jake's release 


from prison and the 
commitment by him 
and Elwood to put 
their blues revival 
band back together to 
raise money to save an 
orphanage from forced 
closure has parallels 
with the Biblical story 
of the prodigal son. 

Jake and Elwood — 
who say they are on a 
"mission from God” to 
raise the money to pay 
a back tax bill for the 
orphanage — and the 
band members, are 
symbols of ’’redemp¬ 
tion obtained with sac¬ 
rifice.” 

The newspaper also 
notes that the film is 
sprinkled with 

Catholic and moral 
references such as the 
nun Sister Mary Stigmata, 
who they call "The Penguin.” 

Elwood even passes up a 
chance for a one-night stand 
with a woman played by 
Twiggy in order to fulfill the 
mission, it says. 

"This is a memorable film, 
and, judging by the facts, a 
Catholic one,” the newspaper 
said. 


Lennon lyrics fetch 
$1.2M at NYC auction 


NEW YORK - John 
Lennon's handwritten lyrics 
to the final song on the clas¬ 
sic Beatles album "Sgt. Pep¬ 
per's Lonely Hearts Club 
Band” were purchased by an 
American collector on Friday 
for $1.2 million. 

The winning bid for ”A 
Day in the Life” was placed 
by phone at Sotheby's auction 
house, which declined to 
identify the collector further. 

The price exceeded the 
pre-sale estimate of $500,000 
and $800,000. 

The double-sided sheet of 
paper features Lennon's edits 
and corrections in his own 
hand — in black felt marker 
and blue ball point pen, with 
a few annotations in red ink. 

Rolling Stone magazine 
listed "A Day in the Life” at 
No. 26 in its compilation of 
the 500 Greatest Songs of All 
Time and "Sgt. Pepper” won 
four Grammy awards in 
1968. 

The lyrics, which begin 
with "I read the news today, 
oh boy,” stirred controversy 
when the Beatles released the 
album in 1967. The song was 
banned by the BBC because 
it twice features the line, "I'd 
love to turn you on,” which 
was interpreted as supporting 


illegal drug use. The song 
was also left off copies of 
"Sgt. Pepper's” sold in sev¬ 
eral Asian countries for the 
same reason. 

The album's "Lucy in the 
Sky with Diamonds” was al¬ 
leged to have glorified the 
use of the hallucinogenic 
LSD, a claim that bandmem- 
bers denied. 

In addition, "A Day in the 
Life” features the lyric "he 
blew his mind out in a car," 
which Beatles aficionados 
claim is a reference to the ac¬ 
cidental death of Tara 
Browne, the Guinness heir 
and close friend of both 
Lennon and Paul McCartney. 

The lyrics appear on both 
sides of the single sheet. One 
side has Lennon's original 
first draft, written in a hurried 
cursive script. The other side 
is written almost entirely in 
capital letters and incorpo¬ 
rates the corrections from the 
first draft and adds the words, 
"I’d love to turn you on.” 

Sotheby's said the lyrics 
were consigned by a private 
collector. Friday's price came 
close to the $ 1.25 million paid 
in 2005 for the Beatles lyrics 
"All You Need is Love,” it 
said. It sold to an anonymous 
bidder at the British auction 
house Cooper Owen. 
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Lakers edge Celtics in 
16th title

LOS ANGELES - Kobe 
Bryant sprinted after the ball, 
which Lamar Odom joyously 
flung downcourt to burn the 
remaining seconds in Game 7 
of the NBA finals. With the 
celebration starting behind 
him, Bryant chased it down 
and then held it aloft to his 
teammates. 

The Los Angeles Lakers’ 
16th championship was se¬ 
cure following a gritty 83-79 
victory over the Boston 
Celtics. Bryant’s legs may 
have been dead, but he didn’t 
stop running until the buzzer. 

The two-time finals MVP 
has a ring for every finger on 
one hand precisely because 
he never slows down, even 
with injuries, the Celtics’ de¬ 
fense and his own erratic shot 
conspiring against him. 
That’s why this ring will have 
a special place in his collec¬ 
tion, and this banner in the 
Staples Center rafters will 
loom a little larger than the 
rest to Kobe. 

“I wanted it so, so bad,” 


Bryant said. “On top of that, 
I was on E. Man, I was really, 
really tired, and the more I 
tried to push, the more it kept 
getting away from me.” 

Out of an unsightly 6-for- 
24 shooting performance, 
Bryant led the Lakers to a 
sweet repeat with 23 points 
and 15 rebounds Thursday 
night. While he could barely 
make a shot or even hold 
onto the ball at times, Bryant 
relentlessly drove the lane to 
earn nine free throws in the 
fourth quarter while Los An¬ 
geles erased a 13-point sec¬ 
ond-half deficit. 

The Lakers earned their 
rings by winning a gritty, 
grind-it-out Game 7 for the 
first time in their franchises’ 
history. 

“This one is by far the 
sweetest, because it’s them,” 
Bryant said after the Lakers 
beat Boston for the first time 
in a Game 7. “This was the 
hardest one by far. I wanted it 
so bad, and sometimes when 


you want it so bad, it slips 
away from you. My guys 
picked me up.” 

While the basketball in 
Game 7 wasn’t terribly at¬ 
tractive, as evidenced by the 
Lakers’ 32.5 percent shooting 
and 12 missed free throws 
alongside the Celtics’ 15 
turnovers and 53-40 rebound¬ 
ing disadvantage, the teams’ 
collective will and determina¬ 
tion still were stirring—and 
they’ll only get more beauti¬ 
ful with age. 

Lakers coach Phil Jackson 
also has his 11th champi¬ 
onship, matching Boston 
great Bill Russell’s total and 
possibly putting a cap on 
Jackson’s remarkable career 
if he decides to leave the Lak¬ 
ers. The Zen Master will have 
trouble walking away from 
the chance for a fourth three- 
peat next year. 

“Well, it’s done. It wasn’t 
well done, but it was done,” 
Jackson said. “I thought our 
defense was terrific. We were 
able to step in and play the 
kind of defense that we’ve es¬ 
tablished as a calling card for 
this team, and we found a 
way to generate some 
points.” 

Exactly two years to the 
day after Boston beat the 
Lakers by 39 points to clinch 
the 2008 title, Los Angeles 
got revenge for perhaps the 
most embarrassing loss of 
Bryant’s career—even if that 
revenge was as cold as 
Bryant’s jumper. 

Bryant said he had to 
downplay the magnitude of 
the rivalry during the series, 
but he came clean while sit¬ 
ting at the podium with his 
daughters, Natalia and Gi- 
anna. 

“I was just lying to you 
guys,” Bryant said. “When

you’re in the moment, you 
have to suppress that ... but 
you guys know what a stu¬ 
dent I am of the game. I know 
every series the Lakers have 
played in, and I know every 
Celtics series. I know every 
statistic. It meant the world to 
me, but I couldn’t focus on 
that. I had to focus on play¬ 
ing.” 

And when Bryant was 
asked what the title means to 
him personally, he answered 
without self-censorship: “Just 
got one more than Shaq. You 
can take that to the bank. You 
know how I am. I don’t for¬ 
get anything.” 

As if anybody could for¬ 
get, Shaquille O’Neal and 
Bryant teamed up for three ti¬ 
tles from 2000-02, with Shaq 
winning his fourth in 2006 
with Miami. The Lakers’ last 
two belong to Bryant and Pau 
Gasol. 

The Celtics had never lost 
a seventh game in the finals. 
Despite nursing a lead 
through most of the night 
while holding the Lakers to 
that ridiculously low shoot¬ 


ing percentage, Boston 
couldn’t close it out on the 
coast, becoming just the sev¬ 
enth team to blow a 3-2 finals 
lead after winning Game 5. 

Boston faces even more 
offseason uncertainty than 
the Lakers, with Allen’s free 
agency and coach Doc 
Rivers’ decision atop the list. 

The Lakers will hold a pa¬ 
rade Monday, with the team 
riding floats from Staples 
Center down Figueroa Street 
to the USC campus in down¬ 
town Los Angeles. A rally at 
the Coliseum last year at¬ 
tracted 95,000 fans, but the 
Lakers are skipping the arena 
in favor of a more interactive 
celebration. 

The Los Angeles Lakers 
say they'll pay for Monday's 
NBA championship victory 
celebration, a more modest 
event than in past years. 

Lakers spokesman John 
Black said the team antici¬ 
pates spending around $2 mil¬ 
lion, including police 
overtime and other city serv¬ 
ices.

From Maradona with love: 

Argentina gelling 


JOHANNESBURG (AP)— 
Expect Maradona to turn up 
at Argentina’s next match in 
a tie-dye T-shirt, waving in¬ 
cense sticks and singing 
“Kumbayah.” Because his 
masterplan for winning the 
World Cup is now crystal 
clear: He’ll do it by smother¬ 
ing his players in lashings of 
love. 

Just a few months back, 
Maradona was in the dog¬ 
house, banned by FIFA, for a 
foul-mouthed rant. Now he’s 
donning a suit for games and 
talking like a New Age guru 
of the “good vibes” in the Ar¬ 
gentine camp, of the “very 
beautiful” experience of liv¬ 
ing another World Cup and 
about how footballers re¬ 
spond better to heart-to-heart 
talks than to big sticks. 

Most striking of all, 
Maradona showers his play¬ 
ers with kisses and hugs both 
before and after games. 
Tough taskmasters like Eng¬ 
land coach Fabio Capello 
wouldn’t be caught dead dol¬ 
ing out so much as pecks on 
the cheek. But Maradona 
grabs hold and won’t let go, 
nuzzling players affection¬ 
ately with his graying beard. 
No one gets left out. 

“All the love is just being 
grateful for their effort,” says 
the cuddly one. 

Bizarrely, the softly-softly 
approach seems to be work¬ 
ing. The very difficult birth of 
Maradona’s team—he looked 
at more than 100 players be¬ 
fore deciding on his 23 for 
South Africa and came within 
a whisker of not qualifying 
— is slowly being forgotten 
with each, progressively 
more convincing World Cup 
performance. Argentina is 



still a work in progress but is 
gelling before our eyes. 

Few would have bet on 
that happening before the 
World Cup. With Maradona 
in charge, there seemed to be 
a huge risk of it simply im¬ 
ploding. Now, it already has 
one foot and four toes in the 
next round, after humbling 
South Korea 4-1 to give it six 
points at the top of Group B. 

Fionel Messi, the player 
Maradona will most need if 
Argentina is to reach the final 
on July 11, is starting to look 
genuinely comfortable. That 
has been a long time coming 


but was so worth the wait. 

Messi used to wear the 
No. 10 shirt that Maradona 
made famous as a player like 
a lead-weight, bowed by the 
huge burden of Argentine ex¬ 
pectations. Now radiating 
confidence in South Africa 
just when it counts the most, 
Messi is beginning to fully 
express his absurd abundance 
and array of talents, making 
if not yet scoring goals. He 
played a role in three of the 
four Argentine goals against 
the South Koreans. 

The Argentine frontline 
combination of Tevez, Messi 
and Gonzalo Higuain looks 
like it could score goals by 
the bucket-load. They each 
bring different weapons to 
the fight. Tevez wins and 
keeps balls with his sheep- 
dog-like energy and bulldog¬ 
like tenacity. Messi cuts 
through sides with his sudden 
accelerations and ball glued 
to his laces. Higuain brings 
strength and height— he 
scored two of his three goals 
Thursday with his head. 

The three of them are not 
always finding and linking up 
with other. 

Clearly, Maradona’s love 
alone won’t win the World 
Cup for Argentina. But it cer¬ 
tainly helps.

Germany loses to Serbia 1-0; England draws 
with Algeria 0-0, US draws with Slovenia 2-2 



JOHANNESBURG — Ger¬ 
many lost a player, missed a 
penalty and lacked a scorer at 
the World Cup on Friday, los¬ 
ing 1-0 to Serbia in Group D 
and making progress to the 
knockout round much more 
difficult. 

England also made it tough 
on itself in Group C after being 
held to a 0-0 draw by Algeria, 
while the United States came 
back from two goals down to 
draw 2-2 with Slovenia. 

The three-time world 
champion Germans lost 
striker Miroslav Klose to a 
second yellow card in the 37th 
minute, and Milan Jovanovic 
scored a minute later to give 
Serbia its first World Cup win 
as an independent nation. 

“It was a difficult game, a 
very important game for us,” 
said Serbia goalkeeper 
Vladimir Stojkovic, who 
saved a penalty from Lukas 
Podolski and was voted man 
of the match. “This is a great 
victory for all of us. We have 
showed we are a good team 
and we believe in ourselves.” 

The last time Germany 
lost a group match was in 
1986, but the team still 
reached the final that year. 


Jovanovic beat Germany 
goalkeeper Manuel Neuer in 
the 38th minute with the side 
of his foot in Port Elizabeth. 

Serbia’s win left both 
teams with three points in the 
group. Ghana and Australia 


play Saturday. 

“We beat Germany,” Jo¬ 
vanovic said, “and it’s some¬ 
thing real big for us.” 

Podolski missed his 
penalty in the 60th, shooting 
weakly at Stojkovic. The 
Serbs earned the spot kick 
when Nemanja Vidic handled 
the ball in the area. 

The last time Germany 
missed a non-shootout 
penalty at a World Cup was 
in 1974, a miss by Uli Hoe- 
ness against Poland. 

Klose was given yellow 
cards in the 12th and 37th 
minutes, the first seemed un¬ 
lucky but the latter was for a 
rough tackle. 

“Football is a contact sport 
and one factor should be 
whether there was malice and 
intention,” said Klose, who 
has scored 11 World Cup 
goals. “I thought I went after 
the ball.” 

Algeria held England 
scoreless in Cape Town and 
left the 1966 champions 
needing a win against Slove¬ 
nia to ensure advancement. 

“We weren’t aggressive 
enough,” England captain 
Steven Gerrard said. “We 
never had the cutting edge.” 

England coach Fabio 
Capello started with David 
James in net instead of 
Robert Green, whose blunder 
against the United States cost 
the English three points. 

Michael Bradley and Lan- 
don Donovan gave the 
United States another point in 
Group C, each scoring in the 
second half at Ellis Park. 


“This team still under¬ 
stands how to fight for 90 
minutes,” United States 
coach Bob Bradley said. 
“This is something we’ve 
seen time and time again.” 

Donovan scored from a 


narrow angle in the 48th 
minute for his 43rd interna¬ 
tional goal, and Bradley put 
in the equalizer in the 82nd 
from Jozy Altidore’s header. 

The Americans thought 
they had a winner in the 
86th, but substitute Maurice 
Edu’s volley was disallowed 
for a foul. 

“I’m a little gutted to be 
honest,” Donovan said. “I 
don’t know how they stole 
that last goal from us ... I’m 
not sure what the call was. He 
(the referee) wouldn’t tell us 
what the call was.” 

Slovenia now leads the 
group with four points, fol¬ 
lowed by England and the 
United States with two each. 
Algeria has one point. 

Valter Birsa scored in the 
13 th minute and Zlatan Lju- 
bijankic doubled the score for 
Slovenia in the 42nd. 

In Tembisa, the four North 
Korean football players re¬ 
ported as “missing” turned up 
for World Cup practice. 

The four players missed 
North Korea’s match Tues¬ 
day against Brazil. FIFA de¬ 
nied the players were ever 
missing and said they were 
left out of Tuesday’s lineup 
because of a technical error.
